THE MEETING IN NEW YORK. 


A Resolution Passed Declaring Lovd for 
the Right of Free Speech. 

New York, Oct. 20.— [Special. — The Amer- 
ican flag in the large hall at Cooper Institute 
was draped in black tonight at an indigna- 
tion meeting under the auspices of District 
Assembly No. 49 of the Knights of Labor to 
protest against the execution of the Chicago 
Anarchists. The hall was crowded. One 
hundred and thirty-eight uniformed police- 


men and twenty men from the Central Of- 


fice were there, too. Circulars signed Fed- 
eration of Trades Unions” were freely dis- 
tributed, and contained such sentences as 
these: 

The Judges who have affirmed the sentence 
stand on a level with the notorious police bandit, 
Capt. Bonfield, with the barbarous persecutor, 
Eberso!d, with the monumental perjurer. 
Schaack, with the corrupt jury, with the tiger of 
the bar, Grinnell, and with the scoundrel of all 
scoundreis, with Gary, the manager of the great- 
est “judiciary” crime of our times. The beasts 
of capital want blood. Their hirelings have 
shown themselves ready to seize the best and 
noblest from the ranks of the people and render 
them up to their senseless rage. 

Isaac Wood was Chairman of the meeting. 
T. B. Wakeman said the conviction of the 
Anarchists was brought about by an excited 
pubiic clamor tor their lives and not by any 
proof of their having committed crime. If 
the Anarchists were hanged their souls, like 
John Brown’s, would go marching on, in con- 
stant and awful rebuke to the unfair jury 
system that was responsible for their convic- 
tion. The men’s sentences should be com- 
mu for they had been guilty of merely 
defending themselves, and self-defense is 
allowed by law. During his address he was 
interrupted by a delegation from the German 
House-Painters’ Union with a blood-red flag 
and a band which played a funeral dirge.

Among the rapid 
changes of ideas and sentiments that had 
taken place since the deatn of his father 
twenty-two years there had been no 
change in the tidea then u ost in 
the minds of his country. is father 
was not a mere partisan.. The partisan lived 
for the day and not to be remembered. He 
spoke of his father’s workin the slavery 
agitation, and said he was the last one to tr 
to avoid such a labor because he believed it 
could mot be overlooked. His father believed 
in the equality of man—that the laborer was 
worthy of his station, be he black or white. 
He believed firmly in the truth of the sayin 
in the Declaration of Independence that all 
men were created equal and endowed with 
certain inalienable rights. He believed that 
this applied to ail men, whether white 
or biack. It seemed to youn men 
born about the time 0 his 
father’s death that there could be no doubt 
upon this axiomatic truth, but those who 
were older had known that men were killed 
in this State for asserting it. His father, he 
continued, was not alone in asserting this 
truth, but circumstances made him a leader in 
the execution of it.

MINNEAPOLIS “TRIBUNE'S” APOLOGY. 


How the Article Regarding Mrs. Cleveland 
Got into the Paper. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 20.—[Special.]—The 
Tribune this morning published the two editorials 
promised in connection with its recent article on 


Mrs. Cleveland. The first is signed by “ William 
Edwin Haskell, editor,” in which he relieves Mr. 
Blethen from all blame in the matter as follows: 
The evening on which the editorial in question 
Was written Mr. Blethen did not appear in the 
editorial rooms, and to my absolute knowledge 
did not dictate or inspire or see the article until 
he read it in print the next morning. The arti- 
cle was read and passed by me; and since 
the matter has wrongfully been made one 
of findividual responsibility I desire to accept 
any blame or censure attaching to the publica- 
tion, and to relieve Mr. Blethen of the cowardly 
— merciless persecuuon to which he has been 
subjected.” 

Following this is a long screed from Mr. 
Blethen in his usual vigorous and eccentric style, 
in which he “roasts” rival newspapers.

Mrs. Beck and Mrs. Olinger Assaulted in 
Dubugue, Ia.—Suspected Men Arrested.

CANNOT HOLD BACK ITS QUOTATIONS. 


Important Decision by Judge Collins Against 
the Board of Trade. ' 

One of the most important decisions rendered 
in the courts for a long time was that delivered 
yesterday morning by Judge Collins in the buck- 
et-shop case of dim Murphy & Co. against the 
Board of Trade to prevent it from cutting off 
their quotations and ticker. Jim obtained an 
ex-parte injunction something like four months 
ago, and the decision was made on the motion to 
dissolve the injunction. The Judge takes the 
broad ground that if the board furnishes its 


market quotations to any one it must furnish to 
all and cannot discriminate. The decision is 
very ably written and strikes 4 very severe blow

— hey ny said the injunction was originally 
asked on the ground that the transactions of the 
board bad become so great that they were af- 
fected with a public interest, and that therefore 
the board had no right to prevent the dissemina- 
tion of its quotations so long as complainants

on Mr. Francklyn, and in default of bail for 
$500,000 furnished by securities who 
could qualify in 61,000 % %t he was 
committed to jail at 9 o'clock. 
Butler, Stillman & Hubbard, the attorneys 
who represent Mr. Francklyn, refused to an- 
swer any inguiries in regard to his case this 
evening, For more than a year the stock- 
holders of the Horn Silver Mining Company 
have been unable to secure a satisfactory re- 
port of its condition either from President 
Francklyn or Treasurer Brown, whom he had 
apparently left in charge when h® went to 


Europe about a year ago. In the last report 
secured by the stockholders there was an 
item of more than $600,000 among the 
‘assets that it appeared u investiga- 
tion consisted of money loaned to Francklyn 
by himself, and for which, it was alleged in 
his behalf, he had free security in the 
shape of unimproved Western lands. Every 
effort of the stockholders to obtain either a 
satisfactory settlement with Francklyn or a 
transfer of the company’s books was unsuc- 
cessfuland was met by him in a most dis- 
courteous manner. Two months ago a com- 
mittee was appointed by the dissatisfied 
stockholders to visit the company’s property 
in Colorado, and itis suppesed that Franck- 
lyn’s arrest is based upon this committee’s 
report. 

Francklyn was the agent in this city for 
the Cunard Line of steamships for about fif- 
teen years, and it was largely due to his so- 
cial acquaintance and personal popularity 
that the vessels of that line became espe- 
cially popular with fashionable travelers.

A VILLAGE QUICKLY DEPOPULATED, 


Wild Alarm Occasioned in Pennsylvania 
Because of Supposed Danger. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 20.—[Special.|—About 11 
e’clock this morning a report that the acme 
Powder Works near Natrona, this county, had 
blown up, killing several of the workmen, spread 
through the surrounding country, ana the excite- 
ment was great. Fifteen minutes after the ru- 
mor started people living in Pughtown, the near- 
est village to the dynamite factory, hurriedly left 
their houses with what household goods they 
could gather together quickly and started on a 
hard run to Tarentum, three miles away. While 
these persons were rushing along the Freeport 
road other people living along the line became 
panio-stricken by the cries of the frightened fugi- 
tives, such as, My where wiil we go; 
dynamite works are going to blow up.“ People 

the cry joined in the mad rush. 

Dozens of the inhabitants of Pughtown ran to 
Tarentum, and coal miners half naked left the 
pits and ran to the borders of Tarentum, where 
they had to stop for propriety's sake. After the 
excitement subsided the scene of the sup- 
posed explosion was visited with the idea of find- 
ing the buildings in ruins, but instead of this 
work was quiet! ing on as usual. 

John Atley. iam min and Jacob Snite 
had been severely burned by an explosion of 

in a mine, and they ran out and to their 
omes in Pughtown. Some person seeing them 
coming took it for granted that the powder 
works were going to blow up, and yelled; * Run!

An Appeal for Aid—Three Deaths from 
Yellow-Fever. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Oct. 20.—[Special.]—The 
Magor of Tampa tonight sent out a call for as- 
sistance. The laboring classes of the town need 
assistance greatly, as there is no business at all 
in the stricken city, andthe quarantine prevents 
any work being deno. Jacksonville started a 
fund tonight and aid is earnestly solicited from 
all. Dr. Wyley. President of the Florida Health 
Protective Association, indorses the call, and 
says that great distress prevails in Tampa al- 
ready. Mrs. J. G. Taylor, Mrs. J. C. Copeland, 
and G. J. Trimmer died in Tampa today, and 
thirteen new cases have developed in the last 
twenty-four hours. There have been 150 cases 
_and twenty-three deaths in all, and there are 

now fifty cases under treatment. Some of the 
new cases developed today are returned refugees. 
The situation is still very discouraging.

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To Organize an Eastern Circult. 

A big effort will be made this fall and winter to 
revive the interest in trotting in this city. It 
will probably take shape in the organization of 
an Eastern circuit, to include Fleetwood Park 
Brooklyn, Poughkeepsie, Philadelpnia, Balti- 
more, and Washington, and possibly Providence 
and Boston. 

The best of the trotting horses, with few ex- 
ceptions, are owned in and about the cities 
named, and in New York alone it is estimated 
nearly $5,000,000 is invested in trotting and road 


horses, wagons, and equipments. And yet of 


late years it has been impossible to get a decent 
attendance atatrotting meeting at Fleetwood.

ANNEXATIONISTS IN LAKE VIEW. 


A Rousing and Enthusiastic Meeting There 
Last Night. 

Radtke’s Hall, at No. 888 Clybourn avenue, 
Lake View, was filled last evening by annexa- 
tionists. H. J. Goldy presided. Louis Nettei- 
horst of the Chicago Board of Education, who 
was present by request of friends of annexation, 
made statistical statements to the effect that the 
cost of educating children in Chicago schools 


was $20.78 per capita per annum, while in Lake 
View it was 885. Carl Haerting entertained the 
audience, his allusions to the nearsightednéss of 
the antis eliciting peals of laughter.

This sort of argument against the bill is 
based on the pretended belief that the major- 
ity of the Judges of Cook County are un- 
conscionable knaves who would use every 
power intrusted to them for the plunder of 
the taxpayers in order to reward political 
strikers. It supposes that the Judges have 
an utter disregard of the wishes and inter- 
ests of the great bulk of the intelligent tax- 
payers. 

What is there in the records of the Judges 
of Cook County on which such a belief and 
such @ covert charge can be based? The 
Legislature has placed an unlimited discre- 
tionary power in the hands of the Circuit 
Judges. They now determine the number of 
deputies and bailiffs allowed to the Sheriff; 
the number of deputies allowed to the 
Coroner; and the number of assistants al- 
lowed to the clerks of the Circuit, Superior, 
and Criminal Courts; also to the County 
Clerk. Has there been any charge that they 
violated their trust in this matter to satisfy 
the demands of ward strikers? The Circuit 
Court Judges also appoint thé South Park 
Commissioners, who have large taxing and 
fiscal powers. Do the editors of the Herald 
who are South Park Commissioners believe 
that the Circuit Judges have abused the 
power conferred on them by such appoint- 
ments as they have made as South Park Com- 
missioners? Has it not been the general rule 
that when fiscal powers have been imposed 
on the Judges as incidents of their positions 
they have conserved the interests of the 
people? Is not that the reason why the law 
intrusts them with added power under recent 
reform legislation 

Those who say it do not for a moment be- 
lieve that the Judges would appoint or up- 
prove of the appointment of deputy jury 
commissioners in each precinct. Nor do they 
believe that those who may be appointed 
shall receive $500 within any one year for 
their service, nor the twentieth nor fiftieth 
of that sum. The statement is made to in- 
duce timid people to vote against the law, 
which the jury-fixers, monopoly agents, and 
Tommy Morgan’s “reds” want defeated. 
The duties of deputies, if appointed, would 
not extend over two or three days, or a week 
at most, and they wouid only be paid for such 
time as they are employed at the rate of $500 
perannum. Even ifa deputy were employed 
in each precinct for three days the total cost 
would not exceed $2,500 ayear. What would 
be required of such persons is, under the 
law, about this: (1) They would be required 
to ascertain who in their precinct shirk the 
duties of citizens by failing to get registered 
in the city and the surrounding towns in or- 
der to skulk out of serving as jurors, so that 
such persons might be compelled to take their 
turn as far as jury service is concerned. 
(2) To examine the registration lists in or- 
der to ascertain who on such lists are by law 
exempt from service through age, infirm- 
ities, or ¢hrough service as militia men. 
policemen, firemen, and in other municipal 
occupations. The names of all these voters 
are on the poll lists. Now they are 
constantly being summoned for jury service, 
and in that way the county is put to a very 
large expense. (8) To ascertain who are in- 
eligible for jury service because they do not 
understand the English language. There are 
thousands of such persons in the city. To 
summon them for jury service taxes the 
county at the rate of $2 per man foreach day’s 
waiting time until they are questioned in the 
courts and excused by the Judges because 
they are not eligible. It is the experience 
now that at least 30 per cent of the men sum- 
moned for jury service are ineligible under 
the statute. Those persons are paid out of 
the County Treasury at the rate of $2 per day 
until they are excused. The new law will 
reform this evil. The amount paid out in this 
way every year is about $25,000, or over twice 
the whole cost of the Jury Commission as 
estimated by Chief Bailiff Cahill and other 
competent men. 

The appointment of a dozen deputy com- 
missioners for a few days each at the rate of 
$1.50 or $2 per day to note the lists of the in- 
eligibles would be a matter of economy in- 
stead of expense to the cotnty. Thatis why 
the power to appoint them, with the approval 
of the Judges, was conferred on the commis- 
sioners. The reason the provision was 
made that the payment of the commissioners 
should not be less than $500 per annum (it 
was not intended to apply to deputies) was 
because it was feared that a boodle County 
Board might try to nullify the law by m&king 
no provision for the payment of those ap- 

pointed under it. Some of those who are

The idea of the Mormon leaders seems to 
be that by putting in the proposed Constitu- 
tion a glittering generality provision for- 
ever prohibiting’’ polygamy they can satisfy 
all the demands of the country and have 
Utah made a “sovereign State” at once. 


Once in the Union they could amend their. 


Constitution and omit this or any other pro- 
vision of the Constitution, and the Federal 
Government would be powerless to interfere. 
The declaration that the anti-polygamy sec- 
tion shall stand forever is not worth the 
paver on which it is written. Irrepealable, 
immutable, unchangeable laws or constitu- 
tions are not recognized in modern juris- 
prudence. The power that makes can un- 
make. .Paraphrasing the maxim as to the 
power of the British Parliament, it may be 
said that the one thing the people cannot do 
in this country is to make a law or constitu- 
tion which they cannot afterwards change. 
Once admitted to the Union, Utah would 
have sole control over marriage and divorce, 
and the Mormons, after repealing the hypo- 
critical anti-polygamy provision of the Con- 
stitution, could legalize polygamy, incorpo- 
rate the church as a State institution, perse- 
cute the Gentiles, and confiscate or render 
unsalable their property under forms of 
law. A strong effort will be made this winter 
to carry out this scheme and get Utah into 
the Union under all hazards by false pre- 
tenses. The schemers expect the Democratic 
party to lend assistance to the plot in return 
for votes for that party. 


THE CITY GAS CHARTERS. 

It is now some ten days since Ald. 
Manierre fired his double-barreled shotgun 
at the Gas Trust. He succeeded in getting 
one repeal ordinance through the Council 
and the other well on its way, yet the octo- 
pus gives no sign of having been hit, or even 
aroused from slumber by the noise. Is it 
playing possum ! It is understood that the 
Mayor vetoed the ordinance repealing the 
charter of the Equitable without having 
been in any way solicited not to do so by any 
representative of thetrust. This would cer- 
tainly indicate that the ring would rather 
like to have the repeal work go on. The 
trust owns the two Chicago gas charters 
granted by the State as well as the two 
granted by the city. The former practically 
put no limit upon charges, and if the two 
city charters which now stand in the way of 
extortionate rates were repealed would it 
not be plain and smooth sailing, so far as 
concerns specific legislation, for the devil- 
fish? We merely ask this for information 
from anybody who can throw light on the 
point. Aid. Manierre and the Council would 
do well to look into this matter carefully, 
and not remove any impediment or 
barrier now existing to the robbery of 
gas consumers. The two city charters 
were no doubt made voidable by consolida- 
tion with the older State-chartered com- 
panies, but it does not follow that the public 
interest would be conserved by declaring 
them void. On the contrary, that might be 
the surrender of a highly important coigne of 
vantage. The Gas Trust cannot shake off 
the restrictive Equitable and Consumers’ 
charters, and could not, afford toshow any 
desire for relief. 

There is another factor in the problem as 
itnow stands. The Consumers’ Gas Com- 
pany was assessed by the State Board of 
Equalization $100,000 and the Equitable 
$75,000. The tax levy has not been made yet, 
but the amount on these two valuations will 
not be far from $9,000. If the companies 
should be wiped out it might prevent the col- 
lection of that much taxation. A gas plant 
without a charter under which to operate 
would hardly be a very good asset to sell 
under the Collector's hammer. The lion’s 
share of the taxes collected in Chicago goes 
into the City Treasury, and the Council can- 
not afford to go it blind on a matter of this 
kind. The total valuation of gas franchises 
in Chicago, in excess of the assessment of 
— property, is $625,862, divided as fol- 

ows:

If 
the Knights had passed a resolution ex- 
plicitly demanding that the duties should be 
reduced to a peace basis, the effect would 
have been substantially the same as what 
they did. The repudiation of the idea that 
the high-tariffites, protected trusts, and boun- 
ty monopolists are the especial friends of the 
industrial classes could hardly have been 
more emphatic, and in view of the early as- 
sembling of Congress nothing could have 
been more timely. 

To the champions of high war duties on 
consumers marching under the flag of labor, 
the Knights say: “Take down our colors; 
throw away the poor man’s onion; wipe your 
sloppy eyes; give yourselves no more insom- 
nia from apprehension that the workingmen 
may not be taxed enough for their own good 
on the necessaries of life.” The man, 
whether in Congress or out, who can read 
the proceedings of the Minneapolis conven- 
tion without seeing these words between the 
lines in bold relief must be an incorrigible 
doit. 


THE SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA LAND BOOM. 

The San Francisco Argonaut says there is 
no need for alarm in regard to the land pay- 
ments due between now and the close of the 
year on the enormous boom purchases in 
Southern California. The best authorities 
say that the estimate of tifty millions is a 
gross exaggeration, and that no trouble is 
anticipated in the production of the amounts 
which maturing payments actually call for. 
Even if the statement were true as regards 
amount the case would still be one of bene- 
fit to the State. The people of the southern 
section sold large tracts of land to non-resi- 
dent purchasers at prices which netted 
immense profits to the sellers. The 
terms of sale were usually one-third 
cash, and the balance in six, twelve, 
or even twenty-four months. Hence if $50,- 
000,000 is now nearly due it argues that 
not far from $100,000,000 has already been 
added to the financial wealth of the State, 
the purchases having been made almost en- 
tirely with money drawn from the East. The 
sellers are that much in hand,and if the 
thousands of Eastern purchasers are unable 
to meet their payments they will be so poor 
that many of them must remain and go to 


work, which will add to the population and 


productiveness of the State. If any one is 
hurt it will be the speculators, who have put 
the price of land far above its actual value, 
and the land and climate will stili be there, 
the money already paid is there, and a crash 
could only carry down with it a lot of land 
speculators who could well be spared. 

This doctrine is worth commending to the 
attention of those who are fearing the worst 
as a consequence of the undoubted fact that 
much real estate in many Western towns has 
been boomed for a great deal more than its 
real value. The money expended in these 
inflations will not be lost to those communi- 
ties. It simply changes hands, and a large 
proportion of it goes out of the pockets of 
the comparatively wealthy. It is only the 
investment of spare funds in their case, 
and for the rest it is a transfer of floating 
capital which enriches some at the expense 
of others. nd the world of commerce 
outside might rather be benefited than 
injured by the change back to some- 
thing like normal conditions. Large 
sums of money would be unlocked from 
their present isolation and set free again to 
circulate in former channels, rendering it 
possibile to obtain the use of capital at cheap- 
er rates and to permit the farmers of the 
West to realize a little morefor the produce 
which they have to sell. Even a panicin real 
estate at any one of the places which have re- 
cently experienced a boom, or at several of 
them at once, would be little more than a 
local disturbance, resulting in a purification 
of the surrounding atmosphere without in- 
volving the country as a Whole in the vortex 
of storm. 


REDUCED MILEAGE TICKET RATES. 

The action of the Western Passenger Asso- 
ciation in agreeing to issue 2,000-mile tickets 
at the old rate of two cents per mile marks 
an important stage in the administration of 
the Inter-State Commerce act. After jump- 
ing up rates 20 per cent on commercial travel- 
ers and getting the Inter-State Commission 
to approve such extortion the railroads have 
been compeiled by force of circumstances 
and loss of business to restore the old rate 
and abandon the false claim that the ex- 
orbitant increase was made necessary by the 
Inter-State act. As Tas TRIBUNE insisted at 
the time, there was nothing in the law to pre- 
vent the continuance of the two-cent rate to 
drummers, and if the railroads desired they 
could easily issue mileage tickets to regular 
travelers at reduced rates without any dis- 
turbance of ordinary passenger tariffs, The 
persistent reply, however, was that under 
the Inter-State act nothing of the sort could 
be done, but now when the railroads find 


under the Gladstone act have averaged about 
25 per cent, increasing latterly to about 30 
percent. Some of the rentals were exempted 
from such reductions, being fixed by lease. 
Now all rentals are subject to reduction, even 
those fixed by the Land Commissioners prior 
to Jan. 1, 1887. The courts are just now en- 
tering verdicts under the new order of things, 
and their findings are carrying consterna- 
tion to the landlords. A few days ago the 
rents of the Marquis of Headfort, in Antrim 
and Armagh, were reduced 45 per cent, 
and according toa cablegram of yesterday 
the Land Commission in Tipperary, one of 
the richest agricultural counties in Ireland, 
reduced the rentals 50 per cent on the aver- 
age, Cutting them down in some instances 29 
per cent below the assessment valuation. 
This means beggary tothe landlords. But 


the circumstances of the tenants and agri-. 


cultural prices demand such reductions as 
are made. A cable dispatch yesterday said, 
concerning the great West of Ireland cattle 
and sheep fair at Ballinasloe, that thou- 
sands of head of cattle were offered for sale 
at ruinous figures, but, despite the exceed- 
ingly low prices, found no purchasers. Large 
graziers declared they could not continue 
business longer.“ 


Suburban Annexation. 

The judges of election and the clerks who made 
report to the Election Commissioners from the 
country towns all say that the registration in the 
places where they served is largely in favor of 
annexation. Itseems to be a foregone conclu- 
sion at any rate that Hyde Park will vote in 
favor of joining Chicago if there is fairplay in 
the printing of the tickets, This is a matter that 
the annexationists will have to look after sharp- 
ly. In the Town of Lake it is said that the of- 
ficial ring is not yet quite sure that annexation 
will not carry the day and is making hay While 
the sun shines. At the last meeting of the board 
& contract was let for extending the present im- 
perfect water-supply system at a cost of $64,000, 
which, with extras, eto., will amount to $100,000 by 
the time the work is completed.

action ought to open the eyes of the taxpayers to

Flimsy Pretexts. 

The whole opposition against the new Jury law 
is based on flimsy pretexts. Those who are 
making ithave far more sinister reasons than 
they dare avow. They resort to unworthy flings 
at the Judges to justify their course. The pre- 
tense that the Jury Commissioners would be- 
come a partisan machine is all nonsense. There 
is far more danger that the County Board may 
again become a political machine and that it 
may again use the power given it by the existing 
Jury law as Buck McCarthy and Klehm used 
it to pack juries in the manner Klehm after- 
wards detailed to Mr. Grinnell. The new law is 
intended, as nearly all the laws giving the 
Judges extrajudicial power have been, to keep 
the administration of the law out of politios. 
The Judges have proved themselves worthy of the 
responsibilities placed on them. They will not 
fail in case the Jury law is intrusted to their ad- 
ministration. 


Jurors by Rotation. 

One of the advantages of the Jury law is that 
under it a citizen having once served would be 
exempted from service for a decade. The names 
of those who serve are checked off on the lists of 
the Commissioners and their owners are not 
again called on for service until all the eligible 
voters have done jury duty. Men will only 
be forced to serve by rotation. It is calculated 
that the turns for service would then come but 
once every ten years in Cook County. This 
would of course be hard on the “professional 
jurors,” but it would be a welcome change for 
business-men now called away from their occu- 
pations to serve as jurors as often as twice and 
three times a year instead of once in ten years, 


Col. D. R. Anruony, the veteran editor 
and proprietor of the Leavenworth (Kas.) Times, 
has formally announced the sale of his paper to 
Eastern parties. For many years Col. Anthony 
has made the Times one of the leading journals 
west of the Mississippi, and has done yeoman 
service in building up the State and in maintain- 
ing the supremacy of the principles of the Re- 
publican party.

THE ENIGHTS AND THE TARIFF. 

Instead of wasting his time on a job lot of 
Georgia planters and Lost Cause” fellows 
at Atlanta Mr. Sam Randall should bave put 
in his work at Minneapolis. The great Na- 
tional Labor Convention which met in the 
latter city the 8d of October, remaining in 
session until the 19th, represented about a 
million urban workingmen, directly and in- 
directly. Each delegate had behind him a 
constituency of not less than 3,000 men, 
every one of them a workingman. Ever 
since the Hon. Samuel and his yoke-fellow, 
*Pig-Iron” Kelley, entered the political 
arena they have both and equally been loud- 
ly solicitous for the welfare of the town la- 
boring class. Those typical Pennsylvanians 
and their kindred high-tarifites of both 
parties never weary of proclaiming their 
anxiety for the good of the industrial 
Classes of the factories, mills, and coal-mines. 
When the war duties were cut down a little 
in 1883 they wept and wailed over the hard 
lot of the poor workingman of the shops, 
forges, and factories, and now that still fur- 
ther reduction is imperatively demanded by 
the redundant condition of the National 
Treasury their eyes are fairly pickled in 
brine. Of course they have no solicitude for 
the great tariff monopoly barons. Perish the 
thought! Their tender hearts are wrung 
with grief because the tariff, which doubles 
the cost of the necessaries of life, is in dan- 
ger of reduction. Buthere comes a signifi- 
cant circumstance. 

Unenlightened by the eloquence of a Ran- 
dall or a Kelley, the Knights never once so 
much as intimated in any of their proceed- 
ings that they regard a high war tariff in 
time of profound peace asin the interest of 
labor. They showed great anxiety to check 


rate, although made grudgingly and hedged 
in with burdensome restrictions, is quite sig- 
nificant, and seems to indicate an intent to 
obey the new law instead of seeking to 
make it odious.

The 
misconceived, abusive policy adopted when 
the 20 per cent increase was put on the drum- 
mers proved a complete failure. The law 
was not made odious, but railroad earnings 
were cut down and an angry feeling against 
the carriers was provoked in commercial cir- 
cles. Tus Trisunr warned the managers of 
all this in due time, but they failed to profit 
by the counsel and had to be schooled by ex- 
perience. If they are now in a mood to ac- 
cept suggestions they may be advised to 
adopt the proposition of the Northwestern 
Road, make mileage tickets good over all 
lines in the association, increase the free- 
baggage allowance, and, by extendimg proper 
facilities, increase the volume of commercial 
travel and the consequent profit to the car- 
riers themselves.

PAY OF DEPUTY JURY COMMISSIONERS. 
The following letters explain themselves: 
CHICAGO, Oct. 20.—Zhe Hon. George A. Gidbs— 

DEAR Sim: You ask our construction of Secs. 
8 and 6 of the Jury Commission act passed by 
the last Legislature, so far as the same relates 
to the appointment of Deputy Commissioners 
and the expenses in executing such law. Dep- 
uty Co ssioners “ may be appointed from 
each vot precinct “if” authorized by the 
Judges of the courts. This provision is for the 
purpose of securing the best possible men from 
each precinct. There are some precincts where 
a careful investigation should made. The 
courts are not bound to authorize 
appointment of a single Deputy 
Commissioner, and is to be pre- 
sumed they will act with wisdom and discre- 
tion in regard to the creation of a public charge. 
It is manifest that such Deputy Commissioners, 
if authorized, Would only be appointed for a day 
or so, for no more time would be required for the 
performance of their duties. Their pay is fixed 
ai not less than $500 per annum. That means at 
the rate of 00 per annum, which would be about 
$1.88 per day. The statute does not authorize 
the payment of a year’s salary for a day's serv- 
ices. The term of the Commissioners is fixed by 
the statute. The term of the Deputy Commis- 
sioners is not fixed, and hence is left to the ap- 
pointing power. When the tegm of employment 
ends the salary also ends.

MRS. RAWSON’S SIDE OF IT. 


HER EXPERIENCE WITH A DETECT- 

“re IVE AT LAKE VILLA. 

She Charges that Her Husband Sought to 
Have Her Compromised—How the Mat- 
ter Last Week Came Very Near a Settie- 
ment—The Visit of Her Second Hus- 
band’s Cousin—Willie and His Revolver 
—Her Threats of Killing Rawson. 

Banker Rawson’s wife told the story of her 
life yesterday from her birth down te the time 


that her son attempted to assasinate her. hus- 
band. It took her five hours to relate her 


many bitter experiences, which were told in 
a quiet, womanly way, and with no apparent 


effort to win sympathy for herself or excite. 


contempt for her husband. Only once did she 


show any symptom of passion, and that was 
while she was dwelling on the scandalous 
proceedings that have so shocked society dur- 
ing the last year. Recalling the testimony 
that had been introduced in court in an at- 
tempt to prove that she had been unfaithful 
since she married Mr. Rawson, sobs choked 
her utterance and for a moment she broke 
down completely. But this was the only 
sign of weakness that was manifested, and 
throughout the remainder of the afternoon 
she was remerkably cool and resolute. The 
interview was heid in her room at the Conti- 
nental Hotel, and beside herself the only 
persons present were a lady friend, M. A. 
Driscoll, manager of Lehmann’s hotel at 
Lake Villa, and a Trisune reporter. The 
substance of Mrs. Rawson’s story has al- 
ready been given in the newspapers, except 
so far as it relates to her life during the last 
few weeks. One instance of here experience 
with detectives seems to be worth repeating. 
In regard to her late visit to Lake Villa and 
subsequent efforts of Rawson’s attorneys to 
effect a compromise with her she said: 

Not long ago I went to Lake Villa. A 
detective followed me there, reaching the 
hotel at midnight, and, after scanning the 
register and seeing the number of my room, 
he asked for the room adjoining. He did not 

t it, for it so happened that my friend Mr. 

riscoll is manager of the hotel and saw the 
detective when he arrived. Consequently 
the man who was sent out by my husband to 
compromise me was assigned to a room quite 
remote from mine and was carefully watched 
until he went away. 

„Then they even tried to buy Mr. Driscoll, 
knowing that it was he who exploded their 
conspiracy by obtaining from Troy Brown, 
the Puilman porter, à confession that his tes- 
tumony inst me was false from beginning 
to end. Hung in this, Lawyer Bisbee, m 
husband’s attorney, opened negotiations wi 
Mr. Driscoll toward a settlement. An offer 
was submitted to me through that channel to 
accept $30,000. This was ten days ago. I 
finally consented to accept $35,000, providing 
Mr. Rawson would make a public 
retraction of everything he had 
caused to said against my 
churacter. An illustration of the meannéss 
of the man I hd to deal with is shown in the 
next proposition, which was to make the re- 
traction | demanded and pay me 32,500— 
‘splitting the diference,’ Lawyer Bisbee 
called it. This last proposition was submit- 
ted last Friday. 

In the meantime, while negotiations were 
ponding, my husband telegraphed to Charles 

e of Louisiana, an attorney and a cousin 
of second husband, requesting him to 
come to Chicago on important business and 
promising liberal remuneration. He got 
here last Thursday and went to 
the Grand Pacific, where he met 
Mr. Rawson. Together they went to Mr. 
Goudy’s office and had a consultation with 
Mr. Goudy and Mr. Bisbee. Friday 
night he called on me for the first time at the 
hotel here, and asked me to accompany him 
to the theatre. 1 consented, but 
said Willie must go also. He 
remonstrated, saying that he wanted to 
have u private talk with me. I told him that 
my room was better suited for an interview 
of a private nature than the auditorium of a 
theatre, so he went out, saying he would 
soon return. Somehow or other it flashed 
through my mind that some 
fresh treachery confronted me, I 
called Willie, explained what had happened, 

ve him a revolver, and told him to get be- 
ind the bureau and protect his mother if oc- 
casion required. Poor little fellow, he was 
imprisoned there for four hours. When Mr. 
Lee returned he plunged at once into my af- 
fairs, saying mat my marriage with his cous- 
in was illegal and advising me to compromise 
with Mr. Rawson as best. I could. I refused 
all ot his proffers of friendship, and, after a 
rather stormy interview, he left, promising to 
call the next morning and accompany me to 
the office of my attorney, Mr.¢Payne. 
It was nearly midnight when we separated, 
but Wune and 1 hastened to Mr. Payne and 
told him all that had occurred. I waited for 
Mr. Lee the next morning buthe did not 
come, so 1 dressed and started to go to Mr. 
Payne’s office. 

At the corner of State and Monroe streets 
I met Mr. Rawson and Mr. Lee and marched 
up to them. We three walked abreast for 
nearly a block without speaking a word. 
Then Mr. Rawson backed away, while Lee 
went with me to Mr. Payne’s office. There 
we had a brief talk about the allegation made 
by Mr. Lee to the effect that my divorce from 

r. Slaymaker was illegal, and Mr. 
Payne proved to Mr. Lee that he was entirely 
wrong. J] will not go into the details of the 
consultation, as it will one day prove of some 
importance in court if Mr. Rawson lives. 
After leaving Mr. Payne’s office I went over 
to the store to tell Willie what had happened 
and he walked to the hotel with me. O, how 
angry he got when 1 told him! Poor boy, he 
has suffered terribiy through all this, but I 
didn’t think he would get worked up into 
such a frenzy that he would try to avenge his 
mother’s wrongs by shooting her persecutor. 

He did, however, threaten to kill Mr. Raw- 
son, and sta out on such an errand a 
week before the shooting took place. It was 
last week Monday evening when the evening 
papers published the slanderous allegations 
made against me by Mr. Rawson, charging 
adultery with numerous unknown rsons. 
Willie read the paper in my room and rushed 
out like an infuriated tiger. I thought then 
he had gone to kiil Mr. Rawson, and sent Mr. 
Driscoli out to find him. Two hours later 
Willie came back as pale as death and said 
the skunk had gone into his hole.“ It seems 
that he went to Mr. Rawson’s house and 
rang the bell, but no one came to the door. 
Sunday N * Willie came to the 
hotel and said he was going to church. 
Boy like, he had frequently gone ta Mr. Raw- 


son’s church and sat near him, jut to show 


old moneynegs that we still iv I thought 
nothing of his going there and did not 
dream of his intentions until told by some 
reporters that Willie had shot Mr. Rawson. 
1 don’t believe Mr. Rawson will die. Asa 
little Frenchwoman put it today, the ostrich 
can digest stones and Mr. Rawson can digest 
bullets.” 

When asked whether or not Willie shot 
Mr. Rawson with his mother’s revolver. she 
declined to answer. Those who have been 
intimate with Mrs. Rawson during the last 
few weeks say mat she has repeatedly 
threatened, in the presence of Willie, to kill 
Mr. Rawson. 

Mrs. Kawson called at the jail yesterda 
morning at II o’clock, and was closeted wit 
her son for three-quarters of an hour. Mrs. 
Rawson was in much better humor than on 
the occasion of her first visit to the jail. 
She smiled pleasantly upon the turnkey, 
whom she had formerly characterized as 
“officious.”” Young Lee takes his imprison- 
ment in a philosophical way and says that he 
is satisfied with his surroundings. -He is 
allowed the use of the corridor from 7 
o’clock in the morning until 6 o’elock in the 
evening.

Congressman Henderson Discusses the Sub- 
ject in Waterloo. 

WATERLOO, la., Oct. 20.—[Special.]—D. B. 
Henderson, member of Congress, opened the 
campaign in this city tonight with an address 
before a large audience.

Disastrous Fire in Marinette, Wis.—Loss, 
$225,000; Insurance, $100,000,

HEATING CARS BY MEANS OF STEAM 


The Invention of J. R. Drodseski—Testing 
a Patent Car-Stove. 

There seems to be no difficulty at present in 
the way of heating trains with steam furnished 
from the locomotive. An obstacle in the way 
has been the trouble of securing a suitable con- 
nection between the pipes of one car and an- 
other. Several devices for heating cars with 
steum have appeared, but the joints between 
cars are made so that they are continually wear- 
ing away. The rubber hose, it has been found, 
will not do, for the steam soon wears it out. A 
new device, invented by J. R. Drodzeski ot Ene, 
Pa., and owned by the Erie Car-Heating Com- 
pany, overcomes the difficulty. J. M. Ormsbee, 
one of the proprietors, was in town yesterday 
and exhibited the device, which appears to 
work satisfactorily in every respect. It consists 
of flexible coils of the best seamless spring brass 
tubing at euch end of the car, the ends of the coil 
forming an expansion joint entering a coupling 
of metgl like a piston. The connection can be 
readily made or broken, and the invention will 
take +" any motion of the train, the shortest 
curves having no more effect on the joints than 
the even track. The device, it is claimed, will 
take up ten times as much motion as the ordi- 
nary train is subject to. The patent has been 
tested on the Fort Wayne Division of the Penn- 
sylvation Road and has pr roved a success, giving

Five pounds of steam, Mr. Ormsbee says, will 
keep sage warm ataneven temperature an 
ordinary train of five cars. The engineer can 
reguiate the temperature at will, and the steam 
= be shut off as readily as in a steam-heated 

building. The expense of heating by steam is 
very small, engines frequently blowing off more 
steam than is required to keep a train heated. 
With 8 heating pipes the patent is pus 
in. at the rate of $200 per car, but where the rail- 
road company pipes its own cars the charge is 
$150. The proprietors are making preparations 
to demonstrate the value of their patent to the 
Chicago railroad managers.
